An ordained Presbyterian 
minister, Mr. Leynse served 
as a missionary for 30 years 
in Peking, China. He holds the 
distinction of being the only 
Holland-born man ever to be 
connected with the Presbyter¬ 
ian missionary movement. 

When packing his trunk to 
enter the Japanese interment 
camp, Mr. Leynse said it sud¬ 
denly dawned on him that here 
was his chance to follow for a 
time his real heart’s desire— 
a literary career. “That was 
why I used precious space in 
my suitcase for blank paper in¬ 
stead of warm socks and other 
clothing,” he relates. 

Writing surreptitiously be¬ 
hind the backs of Japanese 
guards, Mr. Leynse completed 
the original drafts of three 
books on Chinese traditions, 
customs, and philosophies. Lat¬ 
er, aboard the steamer home 
and in Claremont where he 
lives, he finished the manu¬ 
scripts of “The Lure of Hong 
Ke,” “Wives Are But Leaves,” 
and “Fly the Dragon.” 

Mr. Leynse’s topic this eve¬ 
ning is, “There Was a Book in 
My Heart.” Mrs. Leynse will 
speak briefly on the women of 
China.

It was there that Mrs. Elliott: 
became intensely interested in 
the field of sub-normal child 
education. The department ask¬ 
ed her if a group of children 
with IQ's of 50 or below can be 
educated. 

Starting out with a class of 
eight children, ages ranging 
from 5 to 15, and with prac¬ 
tically no standard school 
equipment, the Sierra Madre- 
an soon found that such un¬ 
fortunate children can indeed 
learn—academic subjects as 
well as socialization. 

“That teaching experience 
was valuable in three ways,” 
Mrs. Elliott remarked. “It was 
important to us as teachers, 
and we enjoyed it; the chil¬ 
dren liked it; and the parents 
were able to get over much of 
the feeling of punishment and 
insecurity that usually accom¬ 
panies the rearing of a sub¬ 
normal child.” 

She made additional studies 
in the field while visiting 
London, Paris, Amsterdam, and 
Columbia University in New 
York. 

Commenting on the Austra¬ 
lian people, Mrs. Elliott said 
they are “unnecessarily kind.” 

“And I told them that often," 
she added. “They nearly al¬ 
ways went out of their way to 
be extra considerate.” 

From Austradia, she sailed 
to the Mediterranean Sea area, 
spending two months on the 
European continent—including 
three weeks on the French Riv¬ 
iera—and several weeks in 
England. 

While in Edinburgh, Scot¬ 
land, Mrs. Elliott purchased 
some yardage of her family 
tartan. 

She said people were friend¬ 
ly and interesting everywhere 
she went during her three years 
of traveling. 

“I can’t see anything but 
hope for the world,” she com¬ 
mented. “Although there is a 
war being fought now, of 
course, I learned everywhere I 
went that people are exactly 
like we are. They hate the 
thought of war and the pos¬ 
sibility their sons would have 
to go just as we do in the 
United States.” 

Mrs. Elliott, was society edit¬ 
or of the NEWS for two sum¬ 
mers several years ago. She 
hopes soon to write about her 
experiences. She retired from 
teaching in 1945, after 24 years 
as an elementary school teach¬ 
er. She resides at 145 E. Grand¬ 
view.
